Department of Social Services 
(DSS) budget cuts will cost Crawford 
County welfare recipients approxi- 
mately $1.1 million in services and 
payments in 1991. The 9.2 percent 
across the board reductions affect all 
DSS programs and will ultimately be 
felt throughout the local business com- 
munity. 

These budget statistics were re- 
vealed by Grayling DSS director 
Robert Porter on Thursday, March 28, 
at the Chamber of Commerce's Issues 
and Lunch program. 


Porter told those present that 
Crawford County has approximately 
1,600 persons receiving some kind of 
public assistance. He said this equates 
to about 15 percent of the county’s 
population. 

“We must be doing something 
right,” he said, “because this number 
isdown from 21 percentin 1984,” said 
Porter. This reduction moved the 
county from fourth highest per capita 
to 11th. 

Nearly $6,700,000 was paid out by 
the Grayling DSS office during fiscal 
year 1990. 


Porter said the across the board cuts 
wok effect when the depariment’s 
budget submitted in January was tumed 
down by Michigan’s House of Repre- 
sentatives. He said the House did not 
approve the budget because it had pro- 
posed the elimination of the General 
Assistance program for single adults. 
The cuts will remain in effect until the 
House and Senate agree on a DSS 
budget. 

Public Act 375, which became law 
in 1990, required each department to 
submit a budget for 1991 reflecting a 
9.2 percent reduction across all line 
items by January 22, 1991. Porter said 
of the 31 budgets submitted, only nine 
were not accepted and the DSS budget 
was one of these. Eight of the nine 
budgets were subsequently accepted, 
leaving only the DSS operating with- 
out an approved budget. 


BUDGET CUTS HURT 
NEEDY 

Porter said most public assistance 
programs are currently being cut by 17 
percent. He explained that before the 
end of 1991, the department’s budget 
must be reduced by 9.2 percent and the 
longer it takes to implement the cuts 
the greater the percentage each cut 
will be when finally initiated. 

About 292 families are currently re- 
ceiving $1,542,119 in annual Aide to 
Dependent Children (ADC) payments. 
This will be reduced by $262,162. 


General Assistance (GA) payments 
to approximately 224 single adults 
will be reduced by $67,000. In 1990 
county GA recipients received 
$394,902. 

In addition to a 17 percent cut in 
Michigan's Medical Assistance pro- 
gram ($400,000), some services may 
be eliminated. Acomplete list of these 
services is not available at this time. 

Currently there are about 803 per- 
sons in the county receiving medical 
assistance. It is the most costly DSS 
program with an annual budget of 
$2,660,000. 


Poster said if the medical assistance 
program is eliminated by August or 
September, as talked about, it will 
make Michigan the only state in the 
union without a medical assistance 
program. 

The Emergency Needs program 
may also be eliminated. This program 
provides funds for a variety of emer- 
gencies including evictions and emer- 
gency housing. [f not eliminated, 
Porter said it will experience the same 
types of cuts as other DSS programs. 
The program serves about 451 per- 
sons and provides about $76,000 
annually. 


Cuts in Supplemental Security In- 
come (SSI), a social security program, 
are expected May 1. Exactamountsof 
these cuts are unknown at this time. 
About 165 persons received $507,000 
in payments last year. 
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Day care services arecurrently avail- 
able to between 40 and 50 county 
families where both parents or the 
single parent works outside the home. 
Last year paymeats of about $90,000 
were paid out. 

Porter said if the day care program 
is not eliminated, it will be reduced wo 
1986 reimbursement rates, a loss of 
$22,500. 

There will be a Joss of approxi- 
mately $36,000 in the Adult Home 
Help program. Some services de- 
Signed to help keep the elderly in their 
own homes and out of institutions 
such as nursing homes may also be 
eliminated. These programs include 
snow removal, lawn care and heavy 
house cleaning. This program assisted 
60 to 70 persons last year and had a 
budget of $145,000. 


Funds for foster care will be re- 
duced by $40,600. Last year Crawford 
County bad about 20 children placed 
in foster care. There have been nine 
children placed so far this year. 

The $130,000 heat supplement 
program is to be eliminated. 

“Fifty-five percent of Crawford 
County recipients do not have enough 
money to make their rent payment,” 
said Porter, “and must take the re- 
mainder from their personal needs pay- 
ment.” He said according to a recent 
Detroit Free Press article, people in 
the metropolitan areas are already 
having difficulty paying their rent and 
are selling their food stamps to make 
up the difference. 

Porter said all or part of the heat sup- 
plement, general assistance and emer- 
gency needs programs may be funded 
through state block grants to the 
county. Don Geiss, a member of the 
county DSS board of directors, said he

Work Progressing Slowly

The U.S. Agricultural Departments’

food stamp program is based on per- 
sonal income and as incomes decrease, 
food stamp allotwments increase.

Reader Says State Cuts Are Blanchard's 
Legacy, Not Governor Engler's Fault 


For some strange reason, Govemor 
John Engler is being blamed for the 
radical budget cuts throughout state 
government. 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The fact is that the cuts stem 
from action of the Legislature and the 
then-Governor James Blanchard in 
December when they passed a bill 
authorizing an across-the-board cut of 
9.2 percent. 

That legislauon, coming as it did 
one-fourth of the way through the fiscal 
year, would already take a harsh bite 
oul of departmental budgets. When 
Governor Engler produced a plan 
which would have provided much 
gentler treatment lo programs, 
especially affecting children, the 
legislature, where the Democrats 
control the State House, rejected the 
plan, 

The cuts intended originally to be 
9.2 percent over the full year were 
compressed into fewer months of the 
remaining fiscal year; thus they became 
17 percent or more. 

It should also be noted that some 
cuts such as foster care would not have 
been reduced at all with the Engler 
plan. 

Unlike the federal government, 
Michigan cannot carry a deficit from 
one ycar to the next. Although Engler 
did notcreate the debt, he was required 
by law to balance the books when he 
became govemor. At the time he took 
office Michigan was $1.4 billion in 
debt. 

Governor Engler, after he took 
office, proposed larger reductions for 


bureaucrats and welfare for able bodied 
individuals (General Assistance). At 
thesame time, he planned on protecting 
children’s programs and continuing 
Medicaid with some cost saving 
moves. In the course of implementing 
the Blanchard/Legislaiive plan, 
because the cuts involving care of 
pregnant women and children were in 
excess of federal law, $30 million of 
support money was lost. 

Sull under consideration in the 


legislature are other plans which can 
improve the picture of cuts. Meanwhile 
as the legislative maneuvering 
conunues, culs to foster care homcs, 
Aid to Dependent Children and 
General Assistance have been placed 
in effect. Let the record show, 
however, that those cuts are a legacy 
of the Blanchard administration and 
not that falling on the shoulders of 
Governor Engler.

Tied to this picturebook 
collage was a yellow ribbon, bright 
and crisp, Was it for a loved one or for 
the war cffort? I didn’t know. But 
seeing it reminded me that I had to 
share G.I. Joe’s (1 Lt. Feistritzer) letter 
with you. 

Joe's on the Saudi border with the 
3rd Armored Division from the 
European theater. His equipment is 
big and mean; it’s the bestin the world, 
ifkiliing machines are labeled as such. 
Joc, his men and their machines, 
however, have nothing more to kill. 
But they have been busy monitoring 
the steady flow of refugecs as they 
come battered and hungry out of Iraq. 
Joe says his heart won't stop aching 
for these people. 

In the North, he hears, the story is 
worse, Refugees of the Kurdish 
persuasion flee gunfire at their backs 
and often mect itas they advance into 
the dreaded mountainous regions 


populated with bitter cold and 
starvation. The Marietta Daily Journal 
this morning showed araggedy young 
man carrying his little girl, her head 
bound with a dirty rag and her feet 
bare.

But, I knew it would be worth 
it, if there were hoards of steethead 
just waiting to see my fly. In a half 
mile of walking we didn’t see a single 
fisherman, nor did we see any fish for 
that matter. 

With this knowledge in hand, we 
headed to another river where we found 
fish. Unfortunately, these fish had 
seen more fishermen than the Fly 
Factory sees on opening day of trout 
season, and were considerably 
spooked. Well, needless to say, we 
didn’t catch any steelhead; tired, 
disappointed and hungry (thank 
goodness for fast food), we made our 
way back home, all the while making 
plans to do it all again next week.

and Visitors Bureau. The tax is 
mandated locally and by the state 
through monthly reporting of a hotel/ 
motel/cottage/cabins use tax.
